THAT “TOO, TOO SOLID FLESH."

Fot or No Fat In an Antifat Diet Profos
sonnlly Disonssed.

Speaking in a paper on the snhject of
the yarions diet corea for fatnoss, the
eminent anthority, Dr. Andrew Wilson,
Rayn:

Donbtless atarches and sagars, repro-
eemted in soch vegetable foods as hread,
rice, tapioon and the like, nro fat form-
o, The living body s thus n power
of making fat out of that which is not
fat. And nlong with this point is an.
other—that fat itself doen not go, di-
rectly nt least, to mnke fat in the body.

Fat §5, on the other hand, a valunble
nddition to the dict of » corpnlont poer-
son beennso it has n power properly ad-
ministered of borning off food excess,
In more than one system of hody redne-
tion fat is, thorefore, administered ns an
ermentinl part and pareel of the diet
anre. It is said that when tot, starches
and sngars are all ent off redaction of
woight talees place muoch faster than
when fat is allowed in the dietary seale,
This may be so, bot I strongly question
the wisdom of the proceeding,

All woe know abont fat points to it as
an absolotely essentinl eloment of our
food, We enn't live healthily without
it, and i deerease in weight rapidly
tollowa its elimination from the diet
the very rapidity of the reduotion is nn
argoniment agninst its satety. Besides,
sturch and sugar largely omitted from
the food, with a modernte quantity of
fat allowed and a slight increase of the
flesh foods, will accomplish all that is
necded more gradually, but I also hold
mors gnfely for the patient,

The lesson of physiology, therefore, to
na all is: Don't neglect tho fats of the
food. They assist the assimilation of
other foods and are essentinl for the
body's notrition. I ghonld not helieve
in any system of nrdirmry diet or of
woeight rednetion which neglected fat on
tho one hand or insisted that its absence
was ossentinl for the cure of corpulence
on the other.-—New York Timens,

I' THE FIRST IRISH POTATOES.

Bir Walter Malelgh Planted Them Near
Cork, but the Feople Fearsd Them,
Sir Walter Raleigh was an anprin-
cipled adventorer and fafled as an nd-
ministrator and coloniger, bot he had
a most commendublo tasto for planting
nnd gardening, and in these hranches
of offort hie infloencs remains potent,
Threo hondred years have passed since
ho lived in Ireland, in the county of
Cork, on tho vast estate which had been
| bestowed npon him, but the yellow wall
flowers which he brooght to Treland
from the Arorenstill foarish and bloom
in the very spot where he planted them,

Near by, at Youghal, near Cork, on
the shores of the Blackwnater estoary,
standa the Affane cherry which he
planted, Bome cedars whioh ho bronght
to Cork are still growing at a place
called Tivoll, Fonr yew trees, whose
Yranches bave grown and  interluced
into a sort of snmmer honse, are point-
od ont as having sheltered Raleigh when
ho first smoked tobneco in bis garden at
Yonghal,

Raleigh tried to make tobaceo grow
in Great Britain, bot the climate was
not found suitablo to it, He socceeded,
however, by introdocing the babit of
smoking it, in making it grow in plenty
in other places,

More important to the world than the
spot where Ruleigh sat and smoked bis
Indinn weed is another spot in his gar-
den at Myrtle Grove, in this same
Yooghnl. This spot is etill bounded by
the town wall of the thirteenth centary.
It was here thut Raleigh flust planted o
enrlons tober broovght from Americs,
which throve vastly better than his to-
baceo plants did,

This tnber Raleigh insisted was good
to eat, thongh common report for a long
time prononneed it poisonous, Bome
roots from bis vines be gave to other
land owners in Munster, They culti-
vated them und spread them abroad
from year to year,

This plant was the Irish potato. Be-
fore many generations it became the
staple food of the Irish people-—nalmost
the only food of a great many of them.

It wus the *‘Irish potsto’ which
enme back to Americn and became tho
groondwork, so to speak, of the Amur-
ivan farmer’'s and workingman's daily
brenkfast and dinner. Sir Walter's
cnrious experiment in acclhmatization
beeame an economic step of the very
first congequence, and the spot at Youo-
ghal which was itascone deserves mark-
ing with a monument much mors than
do the places where the blood of men
hos been shed in battle,— Youth's Com-
panion,

Ruskin's Methodlenlness.

Never has a man been more method-
feal in his work than Professor Ruoskin,
nor maore precise in obedience to the
rulea he has Inid down for his gnidance,
His working hours have always besn
from 7 in the morning until noon, and
on no account whitever wonld he ex-
ceed the limit, Within those five daily
hours has all his work been produced—
books, lectnres and bosiness, public and
private correspondence. Work in the
afternoon has nlways been by himeolf
forbidden, unless it took the form of
rending. His earlier works, of conrse,
wers written at Herne or at Denmark
Hill or while on a tour on the conti-
nent. Hin lnter ones huve been wronght
in great port at the Aower decked table
of his study, overlooking Coniston Inke,

A wonderfal room, that long study of
his, with his Turners upon the walls
and ranged in ranks in the grent Turnoer
cabinet wpon the Hoor, with its book-
cnses of wonderful missals and manu-
seripts and early black letter hooks and
the originnl manuscripts of u hall dozen
of Beott’s novels, with its puperb Lucea
delin Robbia ' Virgin and Child"* over
the fireplace at one end and the mineral
cnbinet ut the other. With what pleas-
uredid Ruskinshow them to me on my
first vieit—the worivaled collection of
agates and the equally perfect collection
of gold ores and the rest,—McCluare's
Magazine.
